Unsuspected vices 
begin t£ appeal". Luxury ,nnd poverty aro 
making themselves felt. 
A> sectional strife 


is arising, not between djfTereut slalos, but 
botweou the rich and the poor. Ollidal 
corruption iu high places is common. lu- 
tcmporanco is binding myriads iu chttiu» 
more galling than any over worn by a slave. 
Meauuoss and dishonesty leave- thoir tiliiuv 
trail over our whole social lifo, and besides 
all, nnd Worse than all, (i sordid materialism 
is eating into individual character nud tho 
whole social fabric. 


Worse and more than this, the war before 


us is not one of defence but of couijiiost of 
tlio broad fields of growth aud improvement 
that lio before us. 
All that wo have yet 


gained is merely the capture of tho outposts. 
Tho real grealncss of n nation does uot do- 
maud wealth or mighty armies, but it re- 
quires personal character on the part of its 
citizens, spirituality and an alliance with the 
celestial world to make a great nation. Tho 
weapons to bo used in this war before us 
are ideas, truths nud piinciplcs ; Iho school, 
the church and tho home ; Imllot boxes and 
private virtue: Iho breastplate of righteous- 
ness, tho shield of faith, tho helmet of sal- 
vation, tho sword of the Spirit, and every- 
thing that goes to make up the complete 
armor of God. 


Our opportunities and privilege; aro not 


granted to ns merely for our own cnioymont 
but with.them we soldiers of Christ" nro to 
strike down spiritual foes aud bring nil the 
world into thp kingdom of God.

Groat 
dons, truths, lust nnd hnto aro real elements 
of nil fighting. 
Where these moot in the 


Irencl reality of war, whore ono nation hag 
icon crushed by invading hosts .scores have 
)orJHiicd before their own passions and cor- 
•uptiona. Who docs not see thntcrodit-mo- 
riliom, freertmen's banks, and the cheating 
of tho Indian!] out of thoir blankets or rn- 
ioiiB nro tending to break down our national 
nanhood, and weaken our country ns no 
rodcont or greycoat could ever do? 


In this wnr is the fullest opportunity for 


ho exertion of patriotism, devotion nnd 
imnliness. Tho soldier who ttniulii lire in 
Jod's moral war, tho nmn who voles con- 
ciontioiiHly rcgardlosH of derision, tlio can- 
iitlato for ofllco who stands on etoruiil jimt- 
loim regardless of consequence;),— thoso nro 
ho heroes over whoso deeds tho honrlit of 
lod and tho angcla thrill.

by the contemplation of o.u-country's past 
and future. 
Our country's career for neuriy 


a century fosters onr pride. 
Sbe bas grown 


rapidly and well. 
Sbo b.is done some great 


deeds, bas become recognized as one of the 
loading nations of tbo world, nud ou r prido 
in bcr is not unreasonable. 
Our bopes aro 


aroused. The experiment of self govern- 
ment which lias thus fur been on trial now 
appears firmly established and wo feel tliat 
it must not bo overthrown. 
Tbo progress 


already made leads us to bopa for still great- 
er progress, but there are circumstances 
which arouse in our bosoms a third emotion, 
— fear. Fear for our country's future. 
Wo 


are boastful and self-satisfied and because 
wo see North and South shaking hands over 
the grave of slavery aud disunion wo feel 
that all must be secure. 


Other dangers than those dissipated by 


tho late war have boon for years approach- 
ing us, and today threaten us on every 
hand. 
Among these is an increasing cen- 


tralization of power in general government, 
the tendency of which bas been to eradi- 
cate the sense of personal responsibility oil 
tho part of tbo individual citizen. This baa 
been perhaps in a measure unavoidable. 
To put down rebellion government had to 
bo strengthened, a strong national feeling 
bad to be developed. Sectional lines and 
sectional feeling wero a source of weakness; 
indeed, the iubaue dogma of stale rights bad 
brought on tbo rebellion, and one of the re- 
sults of tho war wis tho partial obliteration 
of these lines,the weakening of a jealous state 
pride. This -.yas indeed to bo desired if it 
could be obtained without too great cost. 
But it is a question if tho • strengthening of 
the general head, tho centralization of pow- 
er obtained at tho sacrifice of a sense of in- 
dividual responsibility on the part of every 
citizen, was not something purchased nt too 
largo n price. 
. 


In thus strengthening .government we 


have given it a personality of its own, have 
made it something separate aud distinct 
from ourselves, have seemingly forgotten 
that under our system,we tho people aro tho 
government, that thero is no head except 
such as wo create and ho power vested in 
any federal head except such' as is by Iho 
people 
expressly, .delegated, that thero 


is 
no 
conscience 
aud 
no 
respon- 


sibility 
apart 
from 
our. own. 
\Vo 


have seemingly forgotten that wo are tho 
sovereigns, that government is only tho ma- 
chinery by means of which wo manifest bur 
will, and that administration!] and officers, 
aro our servants owing allegiance to us, in 
stead of our owing allegiance to them. 


Tho consequence of this is, that when abuse 


and wrongs aro ripe, wo throw tbo responsi- 
bility of them on government. We acknowl- 
edge our obligations to moral law aud to 
right in everything except our political re- 
lations. Government has become a law 
aufo itself and onr political conscience in 
aomothing separate and distinct from our 
private conscience. Wo thus s&pavatp poli.- 
tics from tbo sphere of virtue nnd morality 
and religion. 
Ho wo havo tho spcctaclo of 


men who iu their private capacity aro sound 
and upright, who acknowledge their obliga- 
tions to moral law, entering tho sphere of 
political life, leaving personal responsibil- 
ities b,2hiud,und making what they call gov- 
ernment responsible for their action they 
give their sanclion to nnd execute laws and 
measures which their private moral souse con- 
demns, tho question of right resolving itself 
into that of expediency. 


Now politics is n noble science, but this 


absolving politicians from porsbuul respou- 
yibi'i'y. tins exaltation of t|io ruachincry 
which we call government tit iuc Oij>:-i]^n 01 
tho citizen, this endowing it with n lifo 
and conscience apart aud separate from that 
of tbo individual, while it may conduce to 
a fioeuim<^ outward prosperity, to soemiug 
strength, is yet something which threatens 
our national lifo and furnishes just cause for 
r.jarm. It leads to carelessness coucorniup; 
duties aud personal responsibility. It leads 
us to trust ourselves, aud our dearest inter- 
ests to the keeping of immoral men, men 
who never see deeper or further than what 
shall servo themselves, and who turn the 
trust wo repose iu them to that end. 


Tho groat interests of the republic thus 


remain at the mercy of partisan intriguers, 
pr tho transient gusts of popular opinion. 


Wo so dissociate politics from our other 


interests, that we unhesitatingly placo men 
in important positions of trust, whom on no 
consideration .would wo admit to our privato 
confidence or our homes. 
Thoso meu flatter 


us nnd we flatter ourselves that they are our 
servants, but ouco secure iu their place nud 
In tho manipulation which will keep them 
there, they laugh nt our protests or our pe- 
titions. Our theory is that our public meu 
nrs our servants nnd that we nro sovereigns 
—but the/«rf is we nro afraid of them.

mischief than tho tyranny which tho moral 
cowardice, of the American people hag placed 
in tho hands of its public men.' And this is 
tho natural consequence of our attempt to 
build up n strong central government, giv- 
ing it a personality apart from that of tho 
sovereign citizen. Tho law of conservation 
of force holds good in governments as olsc- 
whero. Increasing power in tho general 
head weakens the individual. 


Now unless wo apply our individual mor- 


ality lo political lifo, no matter how high 
and pure it may be it in valueless as rcgnrdB 
our national preservation.

private purity if there can bo no govern- 
ment undertaking without scandal'/

wo know that whether it bo n Vienua ex- 
position; a Presidential cnmpnign, n Freed- 
mau's Bureau, n Washington treaty, a Pa- 
cific railway, or Indian policy—o_vory un- 
dertaking baa its scandal.

honont or blundering men obtain among us 
tho first places of honor and truat.

of what nro popularly termed rings—tho
